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106th Rescue 
Wing Airdrops . 
Medical Supplies 
to Burn Victim in 
Atlantic

Ihe Westhampton Beach-based New York 

Air National Guard 106th Rescue Wing 
flew emergency medical supplies out to a sail- 
boat 1,200 miles off the coast of Long Island 
on May 20. * 

A day prior, the Coast Gaara Rescue Coor- 
dination Center located in Boston received a 
report that a 23-year-old woman on the boat 
had suffered second and third-degree burns 
on her abdomen and leg from boiling water, 
officials said. But the victim and two men on 
the boat only spoke Spanish, there was no lo- 
cator on the boat, and the position of the boat 
was 12 hours old, which made it ey 
difficult to find. 

Once the boat was tracked down, the air- 
crew made contact and Senior Airman Joc- 
elyn Tapia-Puma, who speaks fluent Spanish, 
volunteered to be the interpreter for the mis- 
sion. 

Three hours after flying out of FS. Ga- 
breski Air National Guard Base, the medical 
bundles were successfully delivered to the 
sailboat by airdrop. The bundles included the 
correct medical supplies for the woman along 
with directions for treatment. 

Ever since, the crew has been in email con- 
tact with the Rescue Coordination Center and 
providing updates every 6-8 hours. They are 
en-route to the Azores, an archipelago off the 
cast of Portugal, and were expected to arrive 
on June 3.

NY Again Seeks to Recognize Montauketts

ew York State lawmakers have again passed 

legislation recognizing the Montaukett Indian 
Tribe, but it is unclear if Gov. Kathy Hochul will veto 
it like her predecessor had repeatedly done. 

The bill would effectively reinstate tribal recog- 
nition that was stripped from the Montauketts in 
a Suffolk County court ruling in which a judge de- 
clared the tribe extinct 112 years ago. © 

“For no justifiable reason, the Montauketts were 
stripped of their status in 1910,” said state Sen. An- 


. thony Palumbo (R-New Suffolk), who sponsored the 


bill with Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele, Jr. (I-Sag 


Harbor). “The reinstatement of tribal status is long 


overdue and will correct generations of mistreat- 
ment.” 

The state Legislature passed the same bill in 2013, 
2017, and 2018, but then-Gov. Andrew Cuomo ve- 
toed it, arguing the state Department of State (DOS) 
should conduct the administrative process and make 
the final determination despite legislative precedent 
of granting Indian nation recognition. Nearly a de- 
cade later, DOS has yet to make its determination. 

Palumbo and Thiele, who point to the fact that the 
Montaukett Indians continue to thrive on the East 
End to the present day, urged Hochul to sign the bill 
into law. The bill has yet to be delivered to the gover- 
nor’s office for review. If it is signed, the tribe could 
seek federal recognition. 


Wind Farm Developer Inks Union Deal

Fee wind developer Orsted, which is build- 


ing the South Fork Wind project, signed a _ 


project labor agreement in May that ensures union 
workers will build wind farms slater for the East 
Coast. 

Orsted struck a deal with the North America’s 
Building Trades Unions representing 3 million 
people in the building trades to construct the com- 
pany’s U.S. offshore wind farms with an American 
union workforce. 

“Our recent experience in the last two decades 
with onshore wind and solar has been that the 
majority of those projects are not built with us,” 
NABTU Secretary-Treasurer Brent Booker said. 
“So this is groundbreaking in setting the standard 


- for an emerging industry here.” 


The Biden administration wants to deploy 30 


gigawatts of offshore wind energy by 2030, gen- 
erating enough electricity to.power more than 10 
million homes. 

Energy Secretary Jennifer Granholm said the 
administration is committed to creating “union 
jobs in America in this clean. energy economy.” 

Allison Ziogas, Orsted’s U.S. labor relations 
manager, said one of the reasons they sought the 
agreement with NABTU was to assure workers, 
particularly in the fossil fuel industry, that they 
can have good-paying jobs in offshore wind. 

“There is not the same level or quality of jobs 
with the solar industry, so it’s kind of created a 
false narrative that you can have good jobs or a 
healthy climate but not both,” she said. “And we 


really recognized that if we didn’t have everyone 


on board, we knew how things would wind up. It 
would wind up in gridlock.”

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Greenport: Please Welcome the Peconic Jitney

E PECONIC JITNEY 

& Earlier this spring, the ¥ 
management of the Hamp- 4 
ton Jitney that provides the 
luxury ride between the 
Hamptons and New York 
City proposed adding a sum- 
mertime ferry operation be- 
tween Sag Harbor and Greenport 
to their services. They showed off pho- 
tographs of a festively painted 35-foot 
launch that would, if approved, go back 
and forth between these two towns car- 
rying up to 53 passengers per trip. The 
trips would be at two-hour intervals. 
The invigorating sail across the bay, just 
for people, not cars, would take 45 min- 
utes and cost $37 round trip for adults. 

There are many reasons why this 
operation, called the Peconic Jitney, 
would be a wonderful thing. First and 
foremost is that taking it would be a fun 
adventure. Second, both Sag Harbor 
and Greenport are waterfront tourist 
towns that attract many visitors. every 
day all summer long. Using the water 
Jitney, people in one town could visit 
the other town, have lunch and go shop- 
ping on foot, and then return to home 
base later in the day. Third, it would be 
a shortcut. The way to go today between 
the two towns requires crossing Shelter 
Island by car after waiting in line for 
two ferries to go on and off that island 
(cost $48). Fourth, this would save on 
gasoline and also save Shelter Islanders 
from enduring some of the endless line 
of cars only passing through without 
stopping to go from one place to the 
other. 


In April, the Suffolk County Leg- ; 


islature approved the license for the 
Hampton Jitney to operate the Peconic 
Jitney. The Village of Sag Harbor voted 
on May 10 to allow passenger ferries to 
arrive and depart from historic Long 
Wharf in the very center of the village. 
The village is expected vote on whether 
to grant Peconic Jitney its permit at its 
June 14 meeting. 

Additional. approvals are required 
from Greenport. The Jitney asked to 


come and go from the Mitchell Park 


Marina, the centerpiece of Greenport 
where the: beautiful. historic carousel 
offers merry-go-round rides all 
summer long. 

‘But Greenport, after dis- 
cussing it at several meet- 
ings, said no to the landing 
site at the park: They pro- 
posed other landings. One 
was a long way from down- 

town. The other had.a dock that 
wasn't steady enough to handle a land- 
ing — but which the village said they 
could fix up. The Jitney rejected these 
offers, for obvious reasons, and the vil- 
lage has neither voted on the proposal 
nor scheduled it for a vote. - 

Why was Mitchell Park not-appropri- 
ate? At first I thought maybe Greenport 
didn’t want more pedestrians to discov- 
er Mitchell Park. But that didn’t make 


sense. And this would be, at most, 53 .

Then I thought maybe the Greenport- 


ers were worried that a water taxi run 
by a bus company would be a danger 
to other boaters. But that didn’t make 


sense either. The Jitney offers a wide 


variety of services. There’s the Jitney 


to Stratton in ski country in winter. © 


There's a North Fork Trolley Polar Ex- 
press in December. There are trips to 
Florida and back. There are charter 


services for big events, including trips — 


to New York City to watch the opera, 
Broadway shows, and sporting events. 
And the family: who owns the Jitney 
are boat people. For generations they’ve 
owned the Port Jefferson-Bridgeport 
ferry service. Another part of the family 
is in the tugboat business in the Port of 
New York. 

Eventually, I called the Village of 
Greenport and spoke to Sylvia Pirillo, 
the Greenport village clerk, and Paul 
Pallas, the village administrator there. 

Everything was fine, I was told, except 
the Mitchell Park landing spot had too 
many boats coming in and out already. 
Sometimes boats had to wait their turn 


coming in and out. Sometimes there - 


were five or six in a line. Causing this 
were the big yachts tied up at Mitchell 
Park. When they backed out to leave or

The one village that held its election already was 
the Village of Dering Harbor, the least populous vil- 
lage in the state, where voters hit the polls on Friday, 
May 27. The results of that election for the mayor 
and two trustee seats were not available as of press 
time due to the Memorial Day holiday weekend and 
the village office being closed on Tuesday. 

The villages of Greenport and West Hampton 
Dunes do not have any elections this month, officials 
in those localities said.

his week’s cover comes to us from Nelson H. 
White, who is represented by Grenning Gallery 
in Sag Harbor. The cover features a detailed view of 
“Bagno Paradiso,” one of more than 200 works that 
White has exhibited through Grenning Gallery. 
Born in New London, Connecticut in 1932, White 
has been surrounded by art and artists since the very 
beginning. His art training began early on, from re- 
spected American painters Nelson Cooke White, his 


father, and Henry Cooke White, his grandfather. 
While living with his parents at the Florence Gris- 


wold House in Old Lyme, CT, he met some of the- 


most important and influential artists of the day: 
Childe Hassam, Will Howe Foote and Harry Hoff- 
man. Later, Nelson White’s father began to take his 
family to summer on Shelter Island and became 
friendly with many of the Peconic Colony artists, 
such as Irving R. Wiles, an important American Im-

pressionist. . 

After graduating from ie Tabor Aces in Mar- 
ion, Massachusetts, in 1951, Nelson H. White began 
to study at Mitchell College in Connecticut but left 
to pursue studies in the violin, musical theory and 
composition. At this time, he began to spend more 
time studying art with his father and grandfather. 


By 1955, White had decided to devote himself to a 


career as a painter and traveled to Florence, Italy, to 
become an apprentice to Pietro Annigoni, the world- 


renowned Florentine master. Within ‘two years, . 


the young White had won two awards for his work. 
While in Florence, he also studied with the great 
Italian teacher, Nerina Simi. 

Today, White divides his time between the United 
States and Florence. Although he has received in- 
struction from some very important artists, White’s 
work is highly individual. He paints with great spirit. 

‘Upon seeing his work, one quickly senses White’s 


’ great love for nature and the outdoors. Through his 


eyes, we can view and interpret nature in an inti- 
mate manner. Whether White is painting the Con- 
necticut shore, a beach in Italy, a pond on Shelter 
Island or the hills of Vermont, he allows the observer 
to view a soft, yet dramatic side of nature. His abil- 


ity to use color, coupled with rich brushwork and 


graduation of light, air and atmosphere allows one 
to enjoy a certain mood which is conveyed in White’s 
paintings. It is a mood that leaves us with a lasting 
impression. White has shown his work in numerous 
galleries across the globe since the 1950s, from the 
United States to Italy and Russia. White’s first mu- 
seum retrospective was in the New Britain Museum 
of American Art in July 2012. His work can be found 
in many private arid public collections, as well as. 
several museums.

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Brian McKnight on His WHBPAG 
Show, New Song & Music Industry

We 16 studio albums, more than 40 singles, 
over 25 million albums sold worldwide and 
multi-platinums to spare, R&B singer and multi-in- 
strumentalist Brian McKnight is the definition of suc- 


cess. However, when speaking to him about his long. 


music career that started back in 1992, it’s clear that 
accolades are not his focus — McKnight performs for 
the love of his audience, and writes new singles for the 
love of his craft (and his wife). 

With that passion, he’s bringing his tour to the Wes- 
thampton Beach Performing Arts Center on Saturday, 
June 18, where he'll perform his new single “Faithful- 
ly” and the classics that made him a household name. 
We got to chat with McKnight about the upcoming 
WHEBPA£C show, his new song, his views on the indus- 
try today and more. 


What kind of experience or feeling are you 
hoping to bring to your Hamptons audience? 

My goal is always the same. One, play the music that 
people are coming to hear. I- never shoot around my 
audience — I know what theyre coming to hear so I 
play that — and to do that to the best of my ability. To 
have people leave saying that theyd see me again and 
that they'd pay more. That is my goal. To sound that 
good, to entertain that well, that’s been my goal from 
the beginning and that will always be my goal. 


Have you ever performed in or visited the 
Hamptons? And if not, are there any spots 
youre excited to explore? 

I have been there, but I’ve never performed there. 


I have friends who have houses out and around. My , 


wife and I have looked at homes, but we haven't found 
one; if we were going to move to New York, that’s prob- 
ably where we would settle down. It’s just great to say, 
“Yeah, I’m playing in the Hamptons this weekend.” It’s 
kind of a cool thing to be able to say. ... 

But for me, it’s not necessarily the place itself, it’s the 
people who are there. I’ve been touring for so long that 
I’ve got friends all over the place who I don’t neces- 
sarily get to see. When you come to a town where they 
are, where they're close, it’s great to be able reconnect 
with them. 


With such a long list of tracks and hits, what 
would you consider your go-to song for most 
performances? 

If I had to pick, there’s about 10 songs that have to 
play. But on top of that list, it’s probably “Back at One,” 
“Anytime” and “One Last Cry” — those are the three 
that I know that everyone is coming to hear. It’s just 
about where you put it in the show so that they’re wait- 
ing for it, but they don’t have to wait that long. 


Is there a song, either hit single or B-side, 
that is especially meaningful to you? 

Every one of my songs since my wife and I met has 
been written for her. I’ve. never had a muse before

in my life, so the fact that I finally have that — and 
those songs like my latest single “Faithfully” and 
the single before that “Nobody” and the song from 


my wedding “Everything” — when playing those 


songs, every one of these shows is really a love let- 
ter to her and the man that I have become because 
of her. Those other songs I mentioned, they’re great 
and they were big hits, but they don’t mean as much 


emotionally, to me, because there’s no emotional. 


connection to them, other than that they made me 
money, which is a different kind of emotion. The fact 
that I am the man I am today, a man that I finally 
am proud of because of her, those Songs are sis 
most meaningful. : 


_That’s beautiful. So tell me more about 
“Faithfully.” Is it going to be part of an al- 
bum in the future? 

As I look at the landscape of how music is released 
and consumed, it just doesn’t make sense to mé to 
create an entire album of songs where your're only 
going to get one or two singles. If I only release a 


single, then each one is treated like an entire album, 
_ which to me makes the most sense in the world. And 
it’s the way it’s always been. Even my biggest record — 


only had three singles on it — well, there were 15 


songs on that album, what did we do with the other’ 


12? They’re just kind of there. It’s kind of the way 
of the present and the future, and the way I see 
streaming and the way it happens. When I get my 
streaming statement, it’s not the album — I mean, 
the album streams too — but it’s the individual 
songs that actually rack up the streaming revenue 
and the streaming “streams,” for lack of a better 
term. It just seems to make more sense to put all the 
focus on the song that you want the most focus to be 
on as opposed to putting out an entire record which 
people don’t buy anyway. 


‘AG a multi-instrumentalist, is there one in- 
strument that you connect with most, and has 
your preference evolved during your career? 

Not necessarily; it’s whatever the song dictates, On 
the record, I’m playing all the instruments, but when 
it’s live, it’s a different thing. I don’t like to be strapped 
to the piano for a show; I like to be free. Playing gui- 
tar and singing makes more sense because it allows 
me to travel and to be standing. Some of these shows 
Tve been doing, I haven't played piano at all, it’s been 


all guitar. It also helps me to practice. I'ma notorious 


non-practicer. A lot of these shows we've been doing 
lately, I've only been playing guitar. So there’s not a 
preference necessarily, it’s whatever the song dictates. 


Whether just for yourself or as an avenue to 


create new sounds in your songs, is there an 


instrument you'd still like to master? 

God, if I had that kind of time. I mean, not really. 
The saddest thing that’s happened to music today, in 
my opinion, is that instruments have been taken off 
of the radar. I remember vividly watching as a kid ... 
rock bands in the ’8os where there would be a guitar 
solo where Eddie Van Halen, Steve Lukather or Steve 
Vai would, in the middle of song, be standing on top of 
a mountain killing a-solo. The fact that doesn’t happen 
anymore, and hasn't for a long time, it doesn’t appear 
that anybody cares that it doesn’t happen. But if you go 
on social media, you see that there are so many talent- 
ed instrumentalists out there who are never going to 
get their fair shake of the music business, because it’s 
just not something that’s prevalent anymore: It’s really 
sad that people don’t tend to care about that anymore. 
... But music still has to be creative, so you have to find 
a way to get your thoughts and ideas out there while 
pretending not to be able to be very musical. ‘Hts avery 
strange time to be making music. . 

I think the line is: How do I hie modern? Stay 
somewhat relevant, but also have some sort of musi- 
cal integrity? Because for me, there has to be a certain 


* amount of teaching this next kid who wants to be mu- 


sical — show him a way to do that. ... How do I write 
meaningful songs at a time when meaningful songs, at 
least emotionally meaningful songs, aren’t necessarily 
what’s the most popular? How do you do that? By con- 
tinuing to be an = of someone who does that. 


What has been the most couding aspect 


of your long and impressive career? 

Every time I go and do a show, people still come 
out to see me, and it blows my mind. It truly does, I 
don’t take it for granted one bit. Whether it’s 20 people 
or 20,000, because it’s a very strange range — I’ve 
played clubs this year and I’ve also played you know 
the Brooklyn Nets Arena. It’s a wide range of different 
types of people and the audiences that come, and 30 
years in, they’re still coming.

At an end- 
of-the-season talent show, Johnny re- 
turns and dances with Baby, reconcil- 
ing their relationship. This American 
romance stars Jennifer Grey as Baby, 


Patrick Swayze as Johnny, and Cynthia 
Rhodes as Penny among many others. 

Open Water (2003) 

Wednesday, August 10, Herrick Park 

Daniel Kinter and Susan Watkins, 
a matried couple, venture from their 
group on a scuba-diving trip which is 
part of their vacation. When the rest 
of the divers return to the boat, two 
are counted twice resulting in Daniel 
and Susan-being left behind. They are 
stranded, hungry and exhausted far off- 
shore. The two come to the realization 
that they are being encircled by sharks 
and get stung by jellyfish. Susan is bit- 
ten by a small shark and Daniel goes 
into shock from a more serious shark 
bite. Later, during a storm, Daniel is 
killed by another shark and Susan, see- 
ing no hope for her rescue, lets herself 
fall underwater to drown. Their disap- 
pearance has been noted and search 
crews set out to find them. Later on, a 
fishing crew cuts open a shark’s stom- 
ach and finds a diving camera. This film 
is loosely based off of Tom and Eileen 
Lonergan’s story, when they were acci- 
dentally left behind on a scuba trip. 

Apollo 13 (1995)

RONJO (MO’AI) TIKI 
Montauk — South Edgemere Street 

Among the most photographed and_ beloved 
landmarks on The End, this 22-foot-tall, plaster 
mo’ai tiki statue has had several paintjobs over 
the years, but it’s always been eye-catching and 
easy to recognize, whether it was all gold or show- 
ing off a panoply of colors. Named for the hotel 
where it was built in 1961, The Ronjo, the statue 
was created by owners Irv and Flo Stewart. Today, 
Ronjo is part of the Montauk Beach House hotel 
(55 South Elmwood Avenue), and its latest embel-

ors), and a heart between his hands, in 2021. Be- 
fore Mike’s take, local artist William Quigly had a 
go, and before that, Ronjo was painted entirely in 
gold. Mike’s contribution brings Ronjo closer to 
the statue’s roots — it originally had a more color- 
ful motif, painted with red and white dominating 
the design.

CASA BASSO — 
Westhampton — 59 Montauk Highway 

This unforgettable property in Westhampton is 
home to much more than a great Italian restaurant 
(Casa Basso) — no one driving along Old Montauk 
Highway can miss the thrilling century-old castle 
or the towering musketeer statues flanking either 
side of the driveway. Created by skilled sculptor, 


architect, painter and potter Theophilus Brouwer. 


as a pottery studio in 1904, the castle’s striking 
design was inspired by a similar structure he saw 
during his travels in Seville, Spain. Brouwer also 
built the 12-foot musketeers, as well as the golden 
lion outside the castle, and the large nude female 
figure in front of the restaurant, among others on 
the grounds. Other public examples of the art- 
ist’s work can be found just a little west of Casa 
Basso, including a WWI monument featuring a 
giant eagle with a 20-foot wingspan at the former 
Moriches School site (516 Montauk Highway) in 
East Moriches, and a second WWI monument fea-

THE BIG DUCK 
Flanders — 1012 NY-24 

Perhaps the most famous of all randsitt attrac- 
tions on the East End, the 20-foot tall, 30-foot 
wide Big Duck in Flanders was originally built in 


1931 by duck farmer Martin Maurer, who opened 


it as a bizarre shop to sell eggs and duck poultry 


in Riverhead. It moved around a bit before even- 


tually nesting in Flanders where the odd build- . 


ing — made from wood frame, wire mesh and 


concrete — operates as the Big Duck Ranch gift 


shop. Now owned by Suffolk County, the Big Duck 


is preserved as an important landmark on the Na- 


tional Register of Historic Places. 

Some fun facts about this world-famous build 
ing: The phrase “duck architecture,” meaning 
roadside buildings designed to look like and 
promote what is sold inside, is based on The Big

Riverhead — 1797 Old Country Road 
Brought to Riverhead Raceway in 1980 to help

American chief was purchased from its’ former 
home, the Danbury Fair in Connecticut, in 1980 
and has stood: at the Raceway gates ever since 
— though the fiberglass structure almost met 
its end in October of 2012 when the winds of Su- 
perstorm Sandy ripped him in half. According to 
the Riverhead News-Review, Riverhead Raceway 
owners Jim and Barbara Cromarty vowed after 


- the storm that the famous waving statue “would 


be back on his feet by Christmas,” and they kept 
to their word. 


STARGAZER 
Manorville — Route 111 

Late artist Linda Scott’s red, 50-foot sculpture 
of a deer head with a branch in its mouth has been 
welcoming visitors to the Hamptons as motorists 
travel along Route 111 from 495 to Route 27 since 


it was erected in 1991. “Stargazer” has seen quite 


a bit of damage over the years but is continually 
maintained by Scott’s partner, David Morris, who

Aquebogue — 347 Main Road (Route 25) 

Just outside of Riverhead heading east on Route 
25, aka Main Road, in Aquebogue sits one of the 
most unique buildings on the Twin Forks. Ap- 
pearing exactly as its name suggests, the witch 
hat-shaped roadside stand was built in 1927 by a 


70-year-old retired machinist, Harry Flemming, | 


to sell candy and other goods to passing motor- 
ists. Later; it was used to sell plants as part of a 
nursery, and as a farmstand after that, but the 
Witch’s Hat ceased commercial operations in the 
1960s and has spent the last six-plus decades as 
a cherished local landmark. It underwent major 
restorations which were completed in 1987 (when 
it was dedicated as a Riverhead Town landmark) 
and 2014, and it continues to fascinate drivers 
who often stop to take pictures. The current own- 
er, Dr. Richard Hanusch of Aquebogue Veterinary 
Hospital, has been an enthusiastic steward of the 
Witch’s Hat since he bought the property where it 
stands in 1990. Dr. Hanusch even put in $5,000

Greenport — Mitchell Park 
One of only five in the country and 50 world- 


wide, this camera obscura in Mitchell Park al- 


lows visitors to enjoy an old-timey trick of light 
and mirrors dating back to the 16th century and 
reaching the height of its popularity in the 18th 
and i9th centuries. A precursor to the cameras 
we use today, these dark rooms allow light to 
enter through a tiny opening and project, using 
mirrors, a live image from outside onto a screen 
inside. As the Village of Greenport’s website de- 
scribes it, “The vibrant image promotes-a feeling 
of serene detachment, reveals details otherwise 
overlooked, and enhances one’s appreciation of 
the scenic beauty. Many viewers find the experi- 
ence deeply moving, and almost all are fascinated 
by this magical new way of seeing.” Greenport’s 
camera obscura is only open by appointment, and 
weather permitting, so call ahead: 631-477-2200. 
And check out the antique carousel right. next 
door while you’re there. Admission is just $1. 


Center Moriches — 117 Montauk Highway 

It’s a bit farther afield, but if you're looking for a 
place to eat during your roadside attractions tour, 
why not visit Atlantic Seafood, which is a restau- 


rant and a roadside attraction! Famous for its gi- 


ant, concrete shark mouth around the door, this 
spot would be hard for any fan‘of the odd not to 
visit. Fun for the kids and adults alike, the place 
has good seafood, and décor befittihg a restaurant 
with a shark mouth around the door! Inside, din- 
ers will find nets on the ceilings and all sorts of

Ben Bradlee: Dig

A merica is ripping apart at the 
eams under the weight of a cri- 


sis of corruption. It falls to the me- 


dia to reveal the facts, for the pen is 


mightier than the cover-up. 

Sound like the current state of 
our nation? Actually, it happened 45 
years ago, when one newsman cap- 
tained his ship through epic waves 
of scandal. The helmsman was Ben- 
jamin: Crowninshield Bradlee, The 
Washington Post executive editor 
who authorized breaking the news 
that broke the president: Richard M. 
Nixon resigned in 1974. 

The New York Times called Ben 
Bradlee the “last of the lion-king 
newspaper editors.” Just who was this 
indefatigable leader? And what pos- 
sessed this history shaper who dined 
with presidents and princesses, who 
was awarded accolades and med- 
als, to buy a crumbling, flea-infested 
Hamptons mansion? 


OPENING THE WATERGATES | 


The Harvard University alumnus 
was tough: As a youth, he successful- 
ly battled polio, and as a reporter, he 
dug deep for political dirt. Starting 
out at the New Hampshire Sunday 
News, he was hired by the American 
embassy in Paris. In 1952 he joined 
its propaganda unit, used by the CIA 
in Europe. As a Newsweek reporter, 
then Washington Bureau Chief, he 
befriended his neighbor, then-U.S. 
Sen. John F. Kennedy, and covered 
the 1960 Kennedy/Nixon presiden- 
tial campaigns. Joining the Post in 
1965 as managing editor, Bradlee was 
promoted to executive editor in 1968. 

In 1971, he wrestled with a whop- 
per of an article that would yield Pu- 
litzer Prizes: With publisher Katha- 
rine Graham, he ran a piece on the 
Pentagon Papers, an incriminating 
Defense Department study of the 
U.S.-Vietnam conflict. A federal judge 
had barred The New York Times from 
running the story, but the Supreme 
Court ruled the government could not 
restrict newspapers from publishing 
a story before it ran. In 1972, the Post 
investigated a burglary attempt to 
bug the Democratic National Head- 
quarters in the Watergate complex, 
leading to Nixon’s resignation. 

The Times dubbed Bradlee “the 
Watergate Warrior.” As Martha Shey- 
rill wrote in The Washington Post, 
“Nothing pleased Bradlee more thana 
piece that nailed the corrupt, pricked 
a narcissist, uncovered a creep, ex- 
posed a phony, felled a climber and

really told it like it was.”

In 1978, the order-shouting, pro- 
fanity-loving newsroom hero married 
journalist Sally Quinn. The power 
couple entertained an “eclectic mix of 
media, celebrity and political types,” 
wrote Washington Life, at their D.C. 
and Maryland homes. 

During those investigative report- 
ing glory days, Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats behaved less acrimoniously. 
“You could differ politically during the 
day but at night you could sit around 
the table, break bread, have a few 
drinks, and there was a camaraderie 
— and a lot of that happened at Ben 
and Sally’s table,” wrote Harry Jaffe, 
senior writer at Washingtonian maga- 
zine, in a USA Today article. 

Bradlee also supported histori- 
cal and archeological research. In 
1979 he and his wife rescued an 14- 
room, gray-shingled, 1897 mansion

surrounded by East Hampton’s soft 
dunes and sea mists. 

As The New York. Times tells it, 
Bradlee took one look and told Quinn 
she was,out of her mind. He report- 
edly wrote, “In all my life, including 
years reporting about slums from 
Washington to Casablanca, I have 
never seen a house in such dreadful 
condition: attics full of raccoons and 
their droppings, toilets stopped up, a 
kitchen stove that had fallen into the 
cellar ...” 

Ever the clever phrase-turner, he 
said, “There were 52 dead cats in it, 
and funeral arrangements had to be 
made for each one.” 

The home had inspired Grey Gar- 


dens, a 1975: documentary about 
hoarder-owners © 


mother-daughter 
who lived in squalor, surrounded 
by garbage and wild animals. Sally 
Quinn told Architectural . Digest, 
“The floor was part dirt. The ceiling 
was caving in ... Still, I thought it was 


the prettiest house I had ever seen.” 

The power duo poured money 
into restoration. Their “archeologi- 
cal expedition,” as Quinn described 
it, restored the home’s former glory, © 
and in old Hamptons style they enter- _ 
tained local luminaries — Nora Eph- 
ron, Paul McCartney, Steven. Spiel- 
berg — and hosted philanthropic and 
arts organizations benefits. 

In 2014, five years after being di- 
agnosed with dementia, Bradlee en- 
tered hospice care. He had retired as 
the Post’s executive editor in 1991 but 
served as vice president at large until 
dying of natural causes in Washing- 
ton at age 93 in 2014. Several years 
before, Quinn interviewed him, ask- . 
ing how he wanted to be remembered. 

He replied, “To leave a legacy of 
honesty, and I guess to live a life as 
close to the truth as I can.”

Ihere are few situa- 

tions in life. more 
painful than having to 
accept the sad reality 
that the person who we 
love no longer loves us.

This model was 
soon adapted as a way of thinking 
about grief in general. 

‘ I recently received this email 
from a Southampton woman, who 
was reeling in pain, after John, her 
husband of 25 years told her that he 
was in love with another woman and 
wanted a divorce. 


Dear Beatty, 

I just discovered that my husband 
John is having an affair.. Although 
our marriage had the usual ups and 
downs, I felt that we were generally 
happy with each other. Our two chil- 
dren are in college and our careers 
and financial situation are stable. In 
fact, we just completed building our 
dream home in the Bahamas. We still 
made love a couple of times a month, 
routinely socialized with friends and 
were active in our church. It was a 
good life — or so I thought. Although 
I begged my husband to agree to 
marriage counseling, he told me that 
he had been unhappy for a long time 
and wanted a divorce. Before I knew 
it, I was served with papers and my 
happily-ever-after world was turned 
upside down. My moods are up and 
down. I feel like I-am on a roller- 
coaster ride. One minute I literally 
want to destroy my husband and the 
next minute I find myself in tears — 
unable to complete the simplest of 
tasks. Is this normal? I feel that I 
will never recover from this loss. Our 
children are in shock. In your experi- 
ence, Beatty, do people ever really get 
over this kind of betrayal and rejec- 
tion?

Dear A.G., 
I am so sorry that you are having 
to go through this traumatic experi-

Just don’t expect this to happen over- 
night.

Had you both been able to openly 
discuss the issues, there might have 
been a good chance that you could 


have worked out the problems. The - 


importance of emotional communi- 
cation and problem-solving in our 


relationships can never be over em- * 


phasized. In fact, I believe that these 
are probably the two most important 
ingredients that make or break a 
relationship. 

It’s not unusual for the injured 
spouse to begin to beat themselves 
up emotionally and blame them- 
selves for why their partner no longer 
loves them. Please try and avoid the 
typical, “If only I was prettier, thin- 
ner, blonder, smarter,” self-depre- 
cating tapes that many women play 
in their heads. In time, it would be 
valuable for you to re-evaluate your 
marriage and ask yourself whether in 
fact there were signs or red flags in- 
dicating that all was not well. Did you 
miss them or did you simply choose 


~ to ignore them? 


Right now, it’s important that you 
find yourself an experienced divorce 
attorney, who will advocate for you 
and make sure that you receive ev- 
erything that you are entitled to le- 
gally, including hidden monies that 


you may be unaware of and alimony . 


and child support for your children’s 
college tuition and expenses. Clearly, 
your husband’s actions have demon- 
strated that he is not trustworthy. 


_ Give Yourself Permission to 
Reach Out and Ask for Help. 

You do not need to deal with this 
crisis on your own. Hopefully, you 
have friends and family who will sup- 
port you through this very difficult 
time. And if you feel that you need 
professional help, please don’t hesi- 


_ tate to reach out toa skilled therapist. 


It is a strength not a weakness to ask 
for help! 

And finally, remember to take care 
of yourself in little ways every day. 
Good luck on your journey. And yes, 
there is life after divorce!

POSITIVE ACTION. Force yourself 
to take a shower, go for a brisk walk, 
wash your hair, listen to music, call 
a friend, watch an engaging movie.or 
order your favorite food — whether 
you “feel” like it or not. Although 
these activities will not solve all your 
immediate problems, taking positive 
action will definitely help you to feel 
better about yourself as you try and 
come to terms with your new reality.

Con- 
densation that shows up as fogging 
between double-pane windows. or 
on the inside of windows indicates 
that the windows are starting to 
fail. If installing a vapor barrier in 
the basement or crawl space, ven- 
tilating properly when showering 
or cooking, or using a dehumidi- 
fier indoors does not remedy the 
situation, it might be time to replace 
windows. 


3. Windows add oe appeal. Be- | 


yond functionality, . replacement 
windows immediately update the 
look of the home and can improve 
curb appeal since they are one of 
the most prominent features on 
the exterior of a home. If a house 
needs an update, replacing windows 
and can be a quick and affordable 
update. 

4. Consider other energy-efficient 
upgrades. Sometimes older win- 


dows can be salvaged, especially ° 


if they are not damaged and only 
moderately drafty. Replacing panes, 
sash cords, weather stripping and 
even glazing may be less expensive 


than replacing a window. Plus, older

- ment back when they resell a home. 


But choosing the wrong windows 
might lower the value of the home. 
It’s important to match the look of 
the original windows, including

light pattern (the number of panes 
in each window) with the original 
windows. 


6. Think about Sain obtne. 
too. When upgrading windows, also 
‘think about how certain windows 
can cancel out noises and make 
homes more soundproof. Some win- 
dows can help reduce outdoor dis- 


-tractions like leaf blowers. 


7. Proper installation is key to 


longevity. Replacement windows 


are only as good as their installation 
in many cases. Poor installation 
and orders of standard rather than 
custom sized windows could result 
in poor fitting and seals. Homeown- 
ers should carefully vet and review 
window replacement contractors to 


find the best professionals for the

f you see an A-list celebrity on the 

East End, chances are Michael 
Heller isn’t far away.
